German in London Presents 
Oath That He Took 
in 1863. 


November 2.—(Cori 
the Associated 
American embassy here 
many curious claims to 
zenship during the war, 
unusual than a moldy oath of allegi- 
ance dated 1863. It was presented by 
Charles Engels, now a resident of Lon- 
don, but at the time of the taking of 
the oath a prisoner of war in the hands 
of the federal forces in Alabama. 

Mngels went to America from 
many as a boy of 18 in 1856, and 
tled in Brooklyn, N. Y. At the out- 
break of the civil war he was in Ala- 
bama and joined the confederate army 
there. One of the first union forces 
penetrating that state captured kEn- 
sels and promised to parole him if he 
would take the oath of allegiance to 
the United States. He did so and re- 
turned to New York, subsequently 
coming to London, where he has been 
keeping a small shop in Bloomsbury. 
At the outbreak of the war he claim- 
ed American citizenship, but the au- 
thorities compelled him to register as 
an alien enemy. Engels made no 
protest until the recent attacks on Ger- 
man shops caused him to fear the same 
fate for his establishment, and he has 
now asked the embassy to decide 
whether or not he is entitled to the 
protection of American citizenship. The 
embassy has been unable to find any 
precedent for Engels’ case and has 
submitted the question to the state de- 
partment at Washington for a ruling. 

The oath reads as follows: 

“The United States of America, State 
of Alabama, County of Jackson—lI, 
Charles Engels, of the county of Kings 
and state of New York, do solemniv 
swear that I will bear allegiance to 
the United States and support and sus- 
tain the constitution and laws thereof: 
that I will maintain the national sov- 
ereignty paramount to that of all state. 
county or confederate powers: that I 
will discountenance, discourage and 
forever oppose secession, rebellion 
disintegration of the federal] union; 
that I disclaim and denounce all faith 
and fellowship with the so-called con- 
federate states and confederate armies, 
and pledge my honor, my pronerty and 
my life to the sacred performance of 
this, my solemn oath of allegiance to 
the government of the United States 
of America. 

(Signed) “CH. ENGELS.” 

“Subscribed and sworn to before mo, 
this 27th day of August, 1863.

Washington, November §.— Ever 
since the sinking of the British cruiser 
Hawke by the German submarine |! -9 
in the North sea, the navy department 
has been deluged with letters contain- 
ing suggestions from individuals all 
over the country for the improvement 
of the submarine and for a great &x- 
tension of its usefulness. Satisfied 
that most of the writers of these com- 
munications had acquired an e€xas- 
gerated idea of the fighting abilities 
of the submarine and that there was 
very present danger of a serious in- 
terference with the naval building 
program and perhaps an almost total 
suspension of the construction of ad- 
ditional battleships if erroneous ideas 
obtain common credence, the naval 
officials have been trying to correct 
this impression. They have made it 
a point to reply to each of the let- 
ter writers, setting out in detail the 
reasons why, in the judgment of the 
department officials, it would be dis- 
astrous to abandon other naval con- 
struction entirely in favor of the sub- 
marine, and pointing the limitations 
which surround these lite boats. 
Expert Discusses the Submarine. 
These arguments have been reduced 

form ip the following statement 
which it may be said accurately rep- 
resents the views of the technical 
officers of the navy in' regard’ to the 
merits of the submarine: 

“The land operations 
have been so overwhelming. and the 
naval conflicts so comparatively few, 
that the importance of the sea opera- 
tions of the various nations is apt 
to be lost sight of. It is the brilliant 
feats which strike the eye, the dash 
of the British against Helgoland, the 
destruction of three cruisers by a 
German submarine, rather than the 
slow bearing down by sheer weight 
of the allied fleet against the whole 
German coast line. 

“So far the submarine has carried 
off the honors, and at the same time 
has greatly disappointed its admirers 
in that it has not done more. It was 
freely predicted before the war that 
the day of the dreadnaught was past, 
that the submarine would drive 
it from the seas. 

“The destruction of the three Brit- 
ish cruisers, Hogue, Cressy and Abou- 
kim by the German submarine U-9, 
and later the sinking of the Hawke 
by the same submarine was taken 
as proof of the importance of surface 
crait. 

“Nevertheless, the advocates of sub- 
marines are beginning to evidence 
signs of impatience at the paucity of 
results. They realize that there are 
over two hundred submarines in the 
navies of the warring nations, and 
so far only one has done anything. 
Not a dreadnaught has even been 
menaced. The cruisers which were 
struck were old, hastily commissioned 
with naval reserve crews, two of them 
were engaged in lowering boats and 
picking up the survivors of the first 
when they. too were torpedoed. 

“The loss of these vessels has had 
no more effect on the result of the 
war than the reported capture of a 
German aeroplane by a British sub- 
marine. No one would seriously ad- 
vocate submarines as a proper weapon 
to use against aeroplanes, but it is 
nevertheless reported that an aero- 
plane which had alighted on the water 
was captured by a submarine which 
emerged close at hand. 

Odds Against Submarine. 

“The ideal conditions for a sub- 
marine attack consist in finding the 
enemy’ motionless in the water; then 
and only then can the submarine 
hope for success. 

“But even so the odds are against 
the submarine if proper precautions 
are taken, as is shown by the actions 
of the allied sea forces which have 
been shelling the German flank for 
several days. These vessels have been

“The war nmiy at its beginning 
yet, and many lessons may be learned 
before its finish, but so far nothing 
has occurred to encourage the belief 
that the submarine is supreme: on 
the contrary, it is losing prestige daily. 
Many factors tend to make the sub- 
marine popular as a means of de- 
fense—the silence and mvstery of its 
movements, the tremendous power of 
its blows. the almost iimited field for 
imagination among those who know 
least of its powers and shortcomings, 
the always human mpathy fox the 
“little fellow.” the David against Go- 
liath—ail touch a chord in the popular 
fancy. But the hard facts demon- 
Strated by three months of war show 
that out of two hundred submarines 
operating in waters of verv restricted 
extent, the results accomplished have 
been practically nil.

A federal grand jury at Athens has just 
refused to indict two well-known Georgians 
on the charge of peonage. They were given 
clean bills. 

Isn’t it about time these archaic statutes 
either were revised or repealed? Convic- 
tions under them are about as frequent as 
hen’s teeth. The only purpose they serve is 
as a source of irritation in the south, to rasp 
southern nerves and sensibilities without 
| reaching the evils at which they are as- 
sumed to be directed. 

Thus far this suffering section seems to 
have been designated for special and almost 
malignant visitation by these precious “let- 
ters de cachet” statutes. 


THE SUFFRAGE ZONE WIDENS. 

Eleven American states in all now grant 
suffrage rights to women upon full equality 
with men. The general elections of last 
Tuesday added Nevada and Montana to the 
nine states that already had sanctioned votes 
for women. 

It is true that its undiluted 
woman suffrage has yet to cross the Mis- 
sissippi river. In other words, all these 
eleven states are west of the river, while to 
the east such commonwealths as Illinois, 
Delaware, Indiana, New Jersey, New Hamp- 
shire, New York and others in the so-called 
“effete” part of the country extend their 
| women partial franchise, letting them vote in 
| stipulated elections. 

The thing that counts, however, is the 
| rapid even in the west, and 
| the gradual progress toward the _ east, 
| of woman § suffrage. Woman = suffrage 
| in this country is younger than the average 
| man imagines. The first state to adopt it 
'was Wyoming in 1890. To consider that in 
less than a generation the propaganda has 
spread over eleven states, and, in‘a modified 
form, beat down opposition in those eastern 
' strongholds of conservatism where all be- 
lieved the idea would be last to penetrate, its 
| pervasiveness and strength begin to be ap- 
| preciated. 

It is only a question of time before woman 
| suffrage is an accepted part of our electoral 
| system in every American state. It looks 
‘now as though the time will be fore- 
shortened. The idea has more vitality and 
progressiveness than even its friends have 
| believed. If, in qualified form, it can prevail 
'in the chill and prejudiced intellectual atmos- 
phere of New England, as it is doing; if it 
can partially conquer the irreverent New 
Yorkers, as it has done; if it can progress 
like prairie fire in the middle west—it is 
only a question of time before it spreads 
over the whole country. 

The political changes to be wrought by 
the development are problematical. Can- 
'didly, there seems to have been no revolu- 
' tionary effect in the western states that have 
| adopted woman’s suffrage. But it is too 
early for forecasts. We can tell more when 
' women have become more sophisticated po- 
| litically. Reckoning them a century or so 

behind the American male in experience

Apparently England, certainly Japan and 
also presumably other nations expect, even 
hope, that the United States will speedily 
undertake international financing upon a 
large scale, not only while war rages upon 
the continent of Europe, but also for some 
years after peace is established. In the 
financial district the opinion prevails that 
at least five years, and possibly seven, may 
pass after peace has come before approxi- 
mately normal financial conditions can be 
established in the commercial nations of 
the world. That view seems to be held by 
Sir George Paish, for he is quoted as hav- 
ing recently said for publication in Canada 
that in all probability at least five years 
after the war ends will be required for the 
full liquidation of foreign exchange obliga- 
tions held in London, and he is also quoted 
as having said the British treasury will 
stand behind the Bank of England so that 
all exchange may be thoroughly guaranteed 
until the makers of it are able to take up 
the obligation. 

Already the United States has begun in- 
ternational financing in the form of loans. 
Some of these have been acknowledged, as 
for instance, the one which has been re- 
cently made to France. Others are yet to 
be acknowledged and presumably some are 
still in the course of negotiation. 

From one point of view, the $82,000,000 
in gold which the New York city banks 
established for the purpose of enabling the 
city to pay its European obligations is 
really a foreign loan. For although some of 
the gold has been and some of it is yet to 
be sent to Ottawa, nevertheless Ottawa in 
this transaction, as well ag in the $100,000,000 
gold pool transaction to which all of the 
national banks subscribed, really is London. 

From Japan there have come intima- 
tions that the government there would be 
gratified if the United States becomes the 
great international money lender at the 
present time and for the next year or two. 
The Japanese government informally, 
through one of its representatives, explains 
its’ gratification on the ground that loans 
made by the United States will, for the most 
part, avail the belligerent nations and, to 
some extent, the neutral nations. 

There should follow, if prevailing opinion 
in this city be correct, a revival of domestic 
trade in the United States consequent upon 
the floating in this country of loans made 
to other nations. Those whose opinions are 
worth heeding are now persuaded that as 
soon as the cotton situation is relieved we 
shall see a nation-wide revival in domestic 
business. 


Lending to Canada. 

The magnitude of our trade with Canada 
and the market which we find in Canada 
for our commodities is a subject which has 
been now and then discussed in financial 
circles here. At the time og the movement 
of gold back and forth bétween Montreal 
and New York, it was sometimes said that 
this movement reflected, partially at least, 
Canada’s trade with the United States. 
Canada drew gold from New York for the 
purpose of facilitating payments which she 
owed .to Great Britain. Sir George Paish 
has recently said that Canada has been pay- 
ing for her purchases in the United States 
by funds which were obtained in the Lon- 
don market. But at this time England is 
not in position to lend money to other coun- 
tries; at least in amounts which would com- 
pare favorably with the amounts which 
were loaned in time of peace. England is 
now spending, it is estimated, about 50 per 
cent of her yearly savings on account of the 
war. Should the war last another year, 
England will have accumulated a _ very 
heavy war debt, and some time must elapse 
before that is permanently financed. More- 
over, England’s income has been decreased 
by the inability not only of the United 
States, but of other nations, to pay bills 
which they owe in the London market. Our 
debt on current account is less by $100,- 
000,000 at least than was the indebtedness 
of Germany and Austria to England on cur- 
rent account early in August. It will be a 
long time before that indebtedness is paid. 
Our own debt will probably be fully paid 
before the first of next year. 

As Canada has been for some years and 
will continue to be a heavy purchaser of 
commodities produced in the United States 
there begins to prevail a feeling that the 
United States ought to aid Canada at this 
time by furnishing an open *market for 
Canadian securities. If that be done, it 
will tend to relieve London to the extent 
at least of the purchase by the United 


States of these Canadian issues. 


Within the past fifteen or twenty years, 
there has been good demonstration of the 
new rule or law of trade. It does not so 
much follow the flag—as was formerly the 
case—as it does follow loans. Therefore, if 
the United States should lend to Canada 
through the purchase of Canadian securities, 
we should, if the law still holds ‘good, in- 
crease our Canadian trade. That is also 
true of our relations with other nations 
upon the western hemisphere, 

Why It Can He Done. 


Those who are now occupied in part with 
arranging to make foreign loans, and espe- 
cially Frank A. Vanderlip and his associates 
of the National City bank, are convinced 
that the wealth-producing capacity of the 
lTnited States is so great that if we practice 
reasonable economies we shall have accumu- 
lated in the course of a few years an amount 
of fresh capital available for the world’s use 
which may approximately compare with the 
new capital which, in the past, has been 
accumulated each year by Great Britain 
through her investment in other lands. 

The crops which were harvested this year 
represent a money value of between 
$9 900,000,000 and $10,000,000,000. With 
reasonable economy a considerable percen- 
tage of this may be so saved that it will 
represent much new capital which would be 
available for foreign loans and especially 
for financing by the United States of the 
needs of South America. 

One of the ways in which we can econo- 
mize reasonably will be the cessation for a 
time of the construction of enormous build- 
ings and some kinds of public improvements 
which are not immediately needed. A few 
years of accumulation of fresh _ capital, 
first through the cultivation of our own re- 
sources, especially agricultural products, 
and, second, through reasonable economy 
practiced by the American people, will fur- 
nish, according to the judgment of compe- 
tent authority, capital sufficient greatly to 
aid the restoration of normal conditions in 
the belligerent countries and also in the 
development of industry, agriculture § and 
transportation, particularly in South Amer- 
ica. 

Occasionally intimations are heard in 'the 
district that Sir George Paish in 
his conferences at Washington and also in 
this city has spoken cautiously and yet 
optimistically of this opportunity which is 
now open to the United States. He, proba- 
better than any other Englishman, 
knows what our resources are and is, there- 
fore, able to make something of an estimate 
upon the utilization of these re- 


financial 


based 


' sources of the amount of fresh capital we 


yearly for the next four or five 
years by practicing, not parsimony, but 
reasonable economies. He is reported to 
have intimated to some .of those with whom 
he had been in conference that we have it 
within our power to amass such supplies of 
fresh capital as will enable us to serve for 
some years as the chief international money 
lender. Sir George is aiso understood to 
have said to friends here that New York is 
the logical market at the present time for 
Canadian securities. HOLLAND.

FEAR OF THE “EVIL EYE.” 
(Dr. 8S. Seligmann in Kosmos.) 

There is a common, but little noticed, 
phenomenon which we shall call “fear of 
the eye,” or opthalmophobia. Its lowest 
stage is widely known; it consists of the 
fact that many persons dislike exceedingly 
to be gazed at long and searchingly. Timid 
persons are easily impressed by a “high and 
mighty” look—and children especially are 
affected as well by reproachful and sad 
looks. Even an adult who is not particular- 
ly sensitive cannot avoid a similar sensa- 
tion. He cannot help thinking that the per- 
son gazing at him has seen something that 
is out of order; that either his hat is not on 
Straight, or that a button is off, or that his 
boots are dirty. 

This kind of ophthalmophobia is quite 
harmless and can at best be compared with 
the fear of blushing. Much more unpleasant 
for those concerned is the second grade. The 
person affected then strives to shelter him- 
self from the gaze of strangers. Whenever 
he ig in company or on the street and ex- 
posed to the gaze of the crowd, or even of 
a@ single person, he experiences a painful 
feeling of embarrassment and discomfort. He 
has cold hands and palpitation of the heart, 
the perspiration stands on his forehead, his 
limbs begin to tremble, his thoughts grow 
confused, and he’ becomes, as it were, power- 
less. 

The natural consequence of this unrest 
and fear is that the person who feels it takes 
care never to meet the look of another if 
he can help it. This kind of ophthalmophobia 
can develop into illusion. One such patient 
saw always, even with closed Hds, an éye in 
front of him, gazing at him sternly. Some- 
times this condition is aggravated by com- 
plication with other physical defects. 

The third grade of ophthalmophobia ap- 
pears when through fear of the eye real 
physical illness of any kind is brought on. 
Here we have the belief in the power of the 
“evil eye.” 

There is no doubt that through the fear 
of such an eye actual illness may be brought 
on—namely, any that may be due to sug- 
gestion. Only, those who believe itn the evil 
eye make the error of ascribing these mal- 
adies not to the fear of it, but to the eye 
itself.

ARKANSAS MINES 


So Far No Clash Has Oc- 
curred Between Miners and 
Troops—A Sketch of the 
Trouble in Arkansas. 


Prairie Creek. Ark. November 38.— 
Camp Lindley M. Garrison, as the sol- 
diers’ quarters here have been desig- 


nated, was the mecca for the inhab- | 


{tants of Hartford Valley today. Hun- 
dreds poured into Prairie Creek from 
the coal mining settlements in the val- 
ley and fraternized with the troopers 
and inspected the quarters. 

Se far there has been no clash be- 
tween the miners and the soldiers. A 
number of men congregated at Hart- 
ford tast night, and it was feared some 
trouble might develop, but the night 
passed peacefully. 

The troops are here to put an end 
to disorders which have attended at- 
tempts of the Bache-Denman Coal 
company to operate its mines in the 
Valley on the “open shop” plan. 

History of the Trouble. 

Hartford Valley’s troubles date back 
to March 25 last, when the company 
posted a notice at its mine No. 4, the 
only one then being operated, ordering 
the men to “clean up and remove their 
tools.”” The mine remained closed 
until April 3, when the miners were 
notified they could return to work on 
the “open shop” plan. At the same 
time the Southwestern Coal Operators’ 
association, of which the Bache-Den- 
man-company was a member, had a 
wage agreement with the miners which 
did not expire until July 31. 

The valley is strongly union in sen- 
timent, and when, on April 6, an at- 
tempt was made to operate the mine 
with non-unton labor, a mass meeting 
was held at the Prairie Creek school- 
house, after which a thousand or more 
men marched to mine No. 4, beat up 
the guards, drew the fires from under 
the boilers and raised an American 
flax 

Shortly after this outbreak a tem- 


porary injunction, restraining the, 


miners from interfering with the oper- 
ations of the mine, was issued by 
United States Judge Trieber at Little 
tock, in the absence of Judge Frank 
Youmans, at Fort Smith This action 
was taken in the federal court because 
of the fact that the mine was controlled 
by the Mammoth Vein Coal Mining 
company, a West Virginia corporation 
with $100 capital stock. This injunc- 
tion was made permanent by Judge 
Youmans at Fort Smith, May 15. A 
few davs later deputy United States 
marshals were stationed at the mine. 
These were withdrawn June 6, on or- 
ders from Washington. 
tnder Federal Protection. 

It was at this stage the Bache-Den- 
man company was placed under the 
protection of the government through 
receivership proceedings. Franklin 
Bache, the president, was named re-

Kaiser’s Artillery Wasted 
Many Shells at Pont-a- 
Mousson — French Came 
and Slaughtered Germans.

Astride the last 3-inch gun of a col- 
umn of artillery, flanked on either 


side by a Bavarian soldier with fixed 


bayonet, Monsieur Bertrand, a round 


shouldered. white-haired veteran of 


the war of 1870, and deputy mayor of 


Pont-a-Mousson, was carried from the 
city as chief hostage of the Germans 


in the procession which marked the 


end of the occupation by three Bava- 
rian regiments. 
Pont-a-Mousson is a quiet town of 


12,000 inhabitants, the possession of 


which was valuable to the Germans 
only because of its bridge which fur- 
nishes a convenient crossing of the 
Moselle on the road from Metz to Toul. 
It was attacked early ia the war, 
partly for this reason and partly as 
the result of the defective vision ol 
captive balloon observers, who mis- 
took for fortifications the antique 
ruins of a castle at the village of 
Mousson ion a hill to the east of the 
bridge. 

The first bombardment of the town 
early in August was not followed up 
until the first days of September, when 
a captive balloon appeared in the air 
across the river and German aero- 
planes commenced maneuverin over 
the town. They dropped 200 ombs, 
killing six and wounding a great num- 
ber of civilians, but it was not until 
the 5th that the ringing of the tocsin 
announced to the citizens that the 
Germans had appeared on the other 
side of the river in force. The solemn 
tones of the bell were still heard when 
a terrific dull explosion shook the win- 
dows of every house; the bridge from 
which the town derives its name was 
no more, and immediately after blow- 
ing it up the French troops, In too 
small number to cope with the enemy, 
quit the town. 

The Captive Balloon. 

The captive balloon was seen again 
to rise in the distance and soon after 
the German heavy artillery began to 
play on the dilapidated antique castle 
on the hilt. During thirty-six hours 
they showered great projectiles on that 
spot, literally pulverizing what re- 
mained of the walls, occasionally di- 
verting a shell to the town, after 
which they crossed the Moselle on an 
improvised bridge and rushed up to 
the assault of the supposed fortress, 
which they found as quiet as the 
grave. No French soldiers had ever 
occupied it, and what the Germans 
took for guns from their captive bal- 
loon were simply clev4rly§ disposed 
tree trunks, and the fire which re- 
plied occasionally to their guns to 
complete the illusion came from be- 
hind the hill. 

The storyv of the occupation of this 
town is quite the same as has been 
so often told of other towns; hos- 
tages, proclamations and requisitions, 
but it did not last long. The morning 
of the 6th the impressive music of 
the French 3-inch guns was heard in 
the town, at the-same time a French 
aeroplane was seen to dart through 
the skv in the direction of the cap- 

balloon, which hastened to de-

no dispatches have referred by name, 
but which was one of the bloodiest in 
the action of General Castelnau’s army 
defending Nancy.

The south will be forced to buy a 


great deal of corn next spring unless 
all signs fail. The past summer was 
too dry to raise a normal crop, which 
is always far short of the _ south’s 
needs, and therefore we may expect 
to ‘have to buy corn, or sell stock, and 
surely we cannot afford to do the lat- 
ter. It will be harder to buy corn than 
it has been for many years because 
Kurope will make large demands on 
the United States for corn and wheat, 
as well as oats, the corn and oats go- 
ing mostly for horse feed, and the 
wheat and some corn for human food. 
We shall have to paY a much higher 
price for what grain we do buy next 
spring, than we have paid in several 
years past, and we have less money 
with which to buy it at the same time. 

The problem resolves itself into this: 
How are we to meet the conditions 
without unnecessary suffering? Every- 
body must eat and all the animals 
must eat, too. How are we to supply 
human and animal foods next year 
without having to pay double price and 
by going in debt for most of it? To 
answer these questions is to save the 
south a great deal of humiliation. It 
may be impossible to answer them, but 
certainly something can be done. The 
following three suggestions whicen 
have already been made through these 
columns in other language should be 
thoroughly considered by the southern 
farmers: 

First, plant winter forage crops such 
as clovers, vetches and small winter 
grains, such as wheat, oats and rye. 

Second, feed a little more cotton seed 
meal and a little less corn to all ani- 
mals except hogs, and they can go 
through the winter by grazing on good 
winter pastures. 

Third, sow the waste places in win- 
ter grasses so animals can graze on 
them when it is too wet to graze in the 
fields where the small grains and win- 
ter forage crops are planted. 

These suggestions are not only time- 
ly but they are most practical and 
feasible. The very fact that farmers 
begin to do these things will cause the 
price of cotton to go wp, because it 
seems to insure a substantial cut in 
the cotton acerage next year. Unless 
there can be some assurance in ad- 
vance of planting time that there will 
be a cut in cotton acreage, it hardly 
seems (possible that the price of cotton 
can §O up muchiif any before next fall, 
when the next crop is actually gath- 
ered. If the war continues it will take 
a considerable cut in acreage to make 
much difference in the price. If the 
War Should end within the next few 
months, it will take quite a while for 
the hostile nations to collect them- 
selves and for the industries of those 
nations to become normal. It there- 
fore seems quite necessary that some 
steps ‘be taken to put the south on a 
firm financial basis. Whatever is done 
should be done now. We of the south 
can take care of these matters if we 
will only begin to think and not let all 
our present resources drift out of our 
hands. 

First—Planting Winter Crops. 

Everybody is writing about his topic. 
Therefore it will not be necessary to 
say much about it. Wheat and rye can 
be planted as late as December, especi- 
ally for forage purposes. In fact much 
of our wheat crop in the _ southern 
states is sown in November and De- 
cember, and often in the far south oats 
planted in December will do as well as 
that planted much earlier. Wherever 
possible we should plant vetch with the 
wheat or rye, or even oats if we expect 
to cut for hay next spring. Some of 
such crops should be planted for the 
purpose of cutting it in early spring 
for hay. If we do not need it ourselves 
we can sell it, as indications are that 
hay will be high and hard to get next 
spring. One-fourth of the winter grain 
crop should be planted for spring hay 


and the other three-fourths for grain 

crop. 

Second—Cotton Sced Meal for Animals 
Except Hogs. 

One of my neighbors sold cotton seed 
yesterday and the day before for $12.40 
per ton. He said that he had to get 
a little money with which to pay his 
cotton pickers at the end of the week. 
That is an unfortunate condition, as 
every oil mil! man in the state will 
certainly acknowledge that cotton seed 
are worth more than $12.40 per ton. 
Cotton seed meal is in demand every- 
where, and it brings a good price. We 
Ovueht to remember that the meal can 
come from no other source than the 
seedl themselves. We wish to repeat 
that it would pay farmers to cold press 
the oil out of the seed, sell it, and 
then use the cake thus formed for ani- 
mal food and for fertilizer. This cake 
should be ground, but it will under 
any condition help to rase the price of 
seed to where it ought to be. 

A horse could eat two pounds of 
cotton seed meal daily and thrive on 
half his usual feed of corn, if he has 
plenty of good hay. The meal could be 
suspended for a few days every two 
or _— weeks. The cows will thrive 
on four pounds of meal a day, each per 
thousand pound weight, if they are per- 
mitted to graze on winter cover crops, 
and can get a little dry hay along 
through the winter. or if they have 
silage. Withhold cotton seed meal from 
hogs till we get more light on the 
subject. It is poisonous to hogs and 
we have not yet learned why this is 
so. 


Third—Sow Winter Grass on Pastures 
Where It Is Possible. 


A letter comes by this mail asking 
how to plant Bermuda sod in winter 
rve grass, and other winter grasses. 
Harrow the land when it is in the right 
condition with reference to moisture, 
with adise harrow, cross-harrow, sprin- 
kle a little manure over if possible, sow 
the seed, rake over with a tooth har- 
row, and roll with some kind of a 
roller, either a patent or a home-made 
roller, and the seed will do the rest. 
You will have a perfectly green past- 
ure all winter after the winter grass 
comes up, and you will have better 
looking animals because of it. 


Kill a Yearling and a Pig Now and 
hen. 


Usually our animals get too poor to 
kill in winter and we should feel re- 
sponsible for this. They should get fat 
in winter, and if they are fat we can 
keep the meat better than in summer. 
and a small amount of meat goes a 
long way, in a year like this. These 
green cover crops and pastures in 
winter will help to save our meat bill 
by keeping our animals fat and ready to 
be butchered.

RINGBONE ON MULE 


A. P. S.. Elba, Ala.—Please let me 
know what will cure ringbone on a 
mule. An early reply will be greatly 
appreciated. E 

Answer—Any bone disease that is 
permitted to run along for any length 
of time is very difficult to cure. The 
growth hardens and is then almost 
impossible to remove. If the ringbone 
has not been permitted to do this. the 
following will also invariably effect a 
cure: The horse should have a rests. 
This is essential. [i there is any heat 
in the part diseased, it should be kept 
moist or wet with a solution of acetate 
of lead % ounce to one quart of water. 
A bandage could be used to advantage 
for this. Continue for a few days, 
then apply blister made as follows: 
Cantharides, 2 drams; biniodide of mer- 
cury, 1 dram; lard, 2 ounces. Rub on a 
third of this with fingers. It is not 
necessary to shave the hair off, if the 
blister is well rubbed in. Let this re- 
main on 24 hours, then wash off and 
rub on a little lard. tepeat every 
second week until three blisters have 
been applied.
